“Now, I don’t like that word ‘quarrel,’ 
spoke up former Attorney General 
Judson Harmon, of the Cleveland cabi- 
net, here with Mr. Bryan; “nobody is 
quarreling.” 

Covers the Whole Ground. 


“Well, then,” laughed Mr. Bryan, ad- 
mitting the correction, “put it ‘differ 
about the relative importance of issues, 
because all the propositions in this 
question are involved in the trust ques- 
tion, the tariff question and the rail- 
road question as in all ethers,namely:

SAYS MUENSTERBERG 


24.—In an address 
to the Germanistic Society of Chicago 
in Fullerton hall last night, Professor 
Hugo Muensterberg, of Harvard uni- 
versity, declared that American univer- 
sities would be better off if two-thirds 
the professors were killed. He said: 
“There seems to be something weak 
and molly-coddle about our whole 
academic system.

NO CLEMENCY 
SHOWN GLOVER 


Augusta Man’Must Hang Un- 
less Governor In- 
terferes, 


The fate of Arthur Glover, the Au- 
gusta man who is under sentence to be 
hanged Monday for the murder of 
Maude Dean, was decided late yesterday 
afternoon by the prison commission, 
which considered the report of the 
lunacy commission recently appointed 
to examine into the sanity of the con- 
demned man, and recommended a denial 
of executive clemency. The commis- 
sion, after hearing from Glover’s at- 
torneys, Chas. A Piequet and L. A. 
Franklin, of Augusta, returned a sealed 
finding and recommendation to Gov- 
ernors Smith, who will take action in 
the case this morning. 

The lunacy commission, consisting of 
Drs. Whittaker, Thomas R. Wright and 
E. Bates Block, teported that while 
Glover wag a degenerate and defective, 
that in their opinion he knew right 
from wrong, was responsible for his 
crime, and was legally sane. 

Governor Smith has, of course, the 
power to ignore the recommendation of 
the commission, and to commute 
Glover’s death sentence to life impris- 
onment, but it is believed that the re- 
port of the lunacy commission and the 
record of the case will not prompt him 
to interfere. 


TRY TO CONVICT SENATOR. 


Effort to Implicate Fulton With 
Oregon Conspiracy Case. 


Portland, Ore., January 24.—In the 
Hall-Mays conspiracy case today, Francis 
J. Henri, the prosecutor, endeavored, 
through former State Senator W. W. 
Steiwer, to connect United States Sena- 
tor Charles W. Fulton with the case. 

According to the contention of the 
prosecution, Fulton saw John H. Hall 
on behalf of Steiwer and exacted a 
promise from Hall that civil proceedings 
would be brought against the Butte 
Creek Livestock and Lumber Company 
instead of a criminal action against the 
individual members of the corporation. 
The prosecution contends that Fulton 
wrote to Steiwer telling of his arrange- 
ment with Hall, but this alleged letter 
is not in the possession of the govern- 
ment. 

Steiwer testified today that Fulton had 
requested him to bring all the corre- 
gpondence between them to Portland, 
and that while here Fulton selected this 
particular letter, and either destroyed it 
or still has it In his possession. Henry

When Chairman Tawney, of the

DECREASING THE COTI1ON ACREAGE. 


A significant indication of the intention of southern farmers to meet 
changed conditions in the textile field by planting less cotton this year is 
found in the large decrease of the sale of fertilizer tags recorded by the state 


department of agriculture. 


From January Ist to 21st of last vear, the department sold $11,458 worth 


of tags. 


For the same period this year, the sale has aggregated only $6,405 


worth of fertilizer inspection tags, a falling off of $5,053. 

January and February are the largest months of the year for the sale 
of the tags, and the sales made in these months furnish an accurate means 
of estimating, at least approximately, the acreage plans of the cotton farm- 


ers, 


It is possible, of course, that the deficiency will be partially recovered 


next month, but the disparity is evidently too great to be entirely over- 


come. 


There can be but one explanation to this palpable discfepancy between 


the current and the past year. 


The fertilizer manufacturers have made due 


inquiry of their agents and of merchants throughout the country who are 


in close touch with the plans of the planters. 


The latter seem to have 


assumed such a changed aspect as to radically modify the demand for fer- 
tilizers during the current planting season. 
It is to be hoped that conditions in Georgia reflect, in a measure at 


least, those throughout the cotton belt. 


It will be remembered that Presi-

farmers several days ago against the

could practice actual economy by planting such crops as would furnish them 
with their own supplies of food for use in the dining room and the stable. 
Under present conditions, the south annually sends a large sum of money 


out of this section for food supplies. 


This useless expenditure could be 


avoided by the simple device of crop diversification. 

If, therefore, the falling off in the sale of tags means that fewer home 
supplies as well as less cotton are to be cultivated, The Constitution sincere- 
lv hopes that the Georgia farmers will take counsel of wisdom and utilize a 
great opportunity to cut off a tremendous annual drain.

A Mongol Caesar. 

THE MONGOLS, A History. By Jere- 
miah Curtin. The name of Jeremiah 
Curtin on a translation, a history or a 
compilation is a guarantee of exactness 
and fidelity, ease and grace of style, 
unusual Intelligence and an {jmagina- 
tion that is restrained and pyrified by 
a regard for art and its uses. He made 
a world-wide reputation with his trans- 
lations of the novels of Sienkiewicz. 
Aside from this monumental work, he 
has innumerable other translations and 
original studies to his credit, bringing 
his life’s labor to a fitting focus with 
this history of the Mongols, shortly 
after the conclusion of which he died. 

The book is introduced with a fore- 
word from President Roosevelt, who 
rateg Curtin as one of America’s “two 
or three foremost scholars.” In this 
foreword, Mr. Roosevelt reviews the 
epochal nature of the work and highly 
praises Curtin as the one best fitted to 
accomplish its completion intelligently. 


Of the history itself, it is-difficult to 
speak in terms which will convey its 
importance to the casual reader with- 
out undue emphasis or exaggeration. It 
deals with a people little understood, 
even considered, by the modern world 
and the modern historian. Indeed, as 
President Roosevelt has himself pointed 
out, the collosal error was made when 
Japan cohquered Russia of holding that 
for the first time in history Asia had 
been successful against Europe. 

This assertion, by competent histo- 
rians, entirely ignored the prostrating 
invasion of Europe in the thirteenth 
century by the Mongol, Genghis Khan, 
whose well-disciplined hordes reached 
out well toward western Europe, de- 
vastating and conquering as they went. 

The tale of this man is alone worth 
the price asked for the book. 

In limpid style and with a connecting 
and coherent abundance of the most 
charming myths and legends, Curtin de- 
seribes the conditions preceding his 
birth. They are infinitely more pic- 
turesque and compelling than those 
which furnished a setting for the ap- 
pearance of Romulus and Remus, and 
his after career contains elements 
which were wanting in the mighty 
world-march of the Roman Caesar, 

Were it not Curtin, the cautious, ever 
poised scholar, speaking, one would 
be inclined to think his estimate of this 
great Mongolian a figment of some 
glowing poet’s fancy. Curtin asserts 
that Genghis Khan was one of the very 
greatest men, viewed from the stand- 
point of mere material achievement, 
ever produced by history. 

His intellect, for its day, was com- 
plete and finished; his methods those 
of genius; his will that of the all-per- 
vading, obstacle-defying overlord; his 
power and imperiousness exceeding that 
of Napoleon, as his military genius 
seems to have towered over that of the 
Corsican.

Upon the petition of R. C. Bosche, a 
depositor of the Neal Bank, before 
Judge Ellis yesterday morning, a tem- 
porary restraining order was granted 
to keep E. H. Thornton, W. F. Manry, 
H. C. Caldwell, Arthur €. Keely and 
Mrs. lL. N. Pittman from selling or 
transferring any property they may 
possess until further instructions from 
the coyrt. 

The Central Bank and Trust Corpora- 
tion, the receiver of the Neal Bank, 
were likewise enjoined from transfer- 
ring or disposing of collateral they 
hold Or may hold as security for loans 
made by the Neal Bank. ° 

The petitioner claims that he depos- 
ited $1,000 in the bank, and desires to 
join in the demurrers, special and gen- 
eral, filed by other intervenors. He 
alleges that the stockholders are re- 
sponsible for the bank's indebtedness, 
setting forth that C. T. Ladson & Co., 
a firm composed of C. T. Ladson, E. H. 
Thornton and W. F. Manry, possess 
about 500,000 acres in Cuba, given as 
security for $120,000 borrowed from the 
Neal Bank. * It. is qdeciared that the 
interest of Thornton and Manry in this 
company and property is subject to 
the debts of the bank. The petitioner 
also takes the same view regarding 
the Alabama Sulphur Ore and Copper 
Company, in which Thornton and Man- 
ry are likewise interested. This com- 
pany owes the Neal Bank $200,000, se- 
cured by $300,000 worth of bonds. The 
collaterals mentioned are held by the 
receiver and for this reason they are 
enjoined from disposing of it. 

A further allegation is made that Mrs. 
Pittman, Arthur C. Keely and H. @¢. 
Caldwell, stockholders of the bank. 
hold real estate in this citv which is 
claimed subject to the debts of the 
bank. The plaintiff asks that all of 
this property be brought into court 
and applied on the debts. Judge Ellis 
granted a temporary restraining order, 
setting the hearing for the 28th of this 
month. 

The petitioner is represented by At- 
torneys Blackburn. F. M. Hughes, EF. 
P. Upshaw and Walter Brown.
